Mex ico City , Sep t. 22.—A telegram 
from the American consu late at Gu ad­ 
alajara rep orts that Morris F. Root, 
nep hew of Senator Elihu Root, was 
stabbed to death by a Mex ican named 
Leonardo Agu ilar, near the mining 
camp of El Tigre. 
This rep ort had 
been receiv ed from Henry M. Hale, a 
well k nown American mining man, 
who is at Tep ic, near the El Tigre 
camp . According to the v ersion sworn 
to before the Tep ic au thorities by John 
Bak er,

American,

Root’s p artner, the latter’s death was 
du e to intox ication and imp ru dent be­ 
hav ior. 
Bak er say s Root became intox icated 
with Agu ilar and three other Mex icans 
near El Tigre. 
Root threatened the 
Mex icans with a rev olv er and Agu ilar 
took the weap on away from him and 
gav e it to another Mex ican.

when Root was abou t to get back the 
rev olv er, Agu ilar stabbed him with a 
k nife. 


HORRIFIED

German Capital Shocked by Scandal 


Involving Prominent Persons. 
Berlin, Sep t. 22.—Berlin is horrified 
and amazed ov er the disclosu re of a 
scandal at Breslau which inv olv es 
many p rominent p eop le. 
The fu ll 
story has not y et been told, bu t it 
seems that a certain hou se of Au gu sta 
Strasse in Ohlau , a su bu rb of Breslau , 
has been u sed for a long time as a cen­ 
ter of immorality . 
It was constantly 
v isited 
by 
sev enty -two 
schoolgirls, 
some of whom are q u ite y ou ng. 
One of the most dep lorable featu res 
of the scandal is said to be that the 
p arents of the girls not only wink ed 
at the immorality , bu t in some cases 
actu ally p romoted the relations of the 
men with their dau ghters. 
After fou rteen men had been arrest­ 
ed for their connection with the scan­ 
dal. eight others committed su icide. 
The latter inclu ded a military officer 
and a retired p olice lieu tenant. Among 
those arrested were a p hy sician, two 
dentists, some p rosp erou s tradesmen 
and some p arents of the girls.

NEW YORK’S TOUCHING 
TRIBUTE TO THE DEAD 


Never Did City Have Such a 
Funeral as Savnor's. 


New York , Sep t. 22.—All city bu si­ 
ness sav e the essentially imp erativ e 
p au sed for an hou r this forenoon, du r­ 
ing the time of the fu neral of the late 
May or Gay nor, while an enormou s 
throng gathered in the v icinity of old 
Trinity and on the streets leading 
thence to Greenwood cemetery , where 
the body was giv en interment. 
The 
fu neral cortege was the largest ev er 
noted in this city , emp hasizing again 
the remark able esteem in which the 
late may or was held by all classes. 
On Su nday there were su ch ev idences 
of the p u blic mou rning for May or Gay ­ 
nor as dau nt simp le accu rate descrip ­ 
tion. 
One can only say that 70,000 
p eop le p assed rev erently throu gh the 
city hall and look ed u p on the may or’s 
face; that they were u nmindfu l of rain 
and that they endu red with p atience 
and orderliness su ch as the may or 
p reached as ru les of life, the tediou s­ 
ness of a two-mile march. 
From 8 o’clock in the morning u ntil 
midnight there was a v ast triangle of 
mov ing colu mns which ex tended ov er 
a sp ace of two miles. 
Not less than 
100.000 massed in lower Manhattan, 
drawn by their desire to ex p ress re­ 
sp ect for the may or’s memory or by 
resp ectfu l interest, bu t not more than 
70.000 of these were able to p ass by 
the cask et containing the remains in 
the time stated. 
The p eop le entered 
two at a time. 
Withou t any dou bt there* was a 
greater ou tp ou ring of citizens to honor 
the memory of a great man than was 
ev er k nown in the history of New 
York . 
Men who remembered the day 
in 18 65 when the body of Abraham 
Lincoln lay in state in the city hall, 
thou ght that the crowds of Su nday 
were greater by a third than ap p eared 
to honor the marty red p resident. 
It 
was a v aster assemblage than was re­ 
membered by those who recalled th© 
ep isodes of the day General Grant’s 
body lay in the city hall, and other oc­ 
casions, su ch as the manifestations of 
p u blic resp ect for Henry Clay , for Hor­ 
ace Greeley , for General Josep h Hook ­ 
er and for others who had done their 
work for the nation, and had then 
p assed on, were not comp arable to 
Su nday ’s stu p endou s gatherings.

The act curtailing the priv ileg e o f 
wo rking o ut all o f o ne’s ro ad tax is 
fo und o n pag e 87 1 o f the Acts o f 
1 91 3 , being Sectio n 1 8 o f Hbuse Bill 
6 0 3 . It reads in part as fo llo ws: 
“Pro v ided that an y p erso n 
o r co r­ 
p o ratio n o win g tax es so assessed o n 
real estate shall be p ermitted to wo rk 
o u t the same u p to twen ty do llars as 
n early as p racticable in the district 
in which su ch real estate lies, an d o n 
tax es assessed o n p erso n al p ro p erty 
the p erso n s o win g same shall be p er­ 
mitted to wo rk o u t same u p to the 
amo u n t o f twen ty do llars in the dis­ 
trict where the o wn er resides.” 
The statu te p ro v ides that this tax 
shall be thirty cen ts u p o n the $100

Sunday Tragedy In New Jersey 


Penitentiary. 


Trenton. N. J., Sep t. 22.—W hile the 
chap el serv ices were u nder way y ester­ 
day the u su al Su nday m orning q u ie­ 
tu de of the state p rison was su ddenly 
broken by lou d shou ts and p istol shots. 
A few seconds later Eli B. Stetser, a 
v eteran dep u ty keep er, fell m ortally 
wou nded, bu t not u ntil he had effec­ 
tiv ely winged W illiam Diamond, leader 
In one of the m ost desp erate a tte m p ts 
to escap e In the history of the institu ­ 
tion. 
S tetser died three hou rs after Dia­ 
m ond’s shot stru ck him in the chest. 
He nev er fu lly regained consciou sness. 
Diamond receiv ed a bu llet wou nd in 
each arm , the shots being fired by 
S tetser after he had him self been shot. 
Diamond will recov er and with Jam es 
Johnson, a negro p al who figu red in 
the attem p ted 
escap e, 
will 
face a 
charge of first degree m u rder. 
Diamond and Johnson had been re­ 
leased from their cells by Dep u ty Da­ 
v id Pearson to answ er the doctor’s 
call. 
Johnson cau ght Pearson abou t 
the neck and held him while Diamond 
snatched the keep er’s p istol. 
Diamond 
ran in the direction of S tetser and Dr. 
J. W. Crane, shou ting “Hands u p !” 
S tetser drew his rev olv er and Diamond 
shot with m ortal effect. 
T ottering as 
he fell, S tetser retu rned the fire. P ier­ 
son in the m eantim e reached Diamond, 
while Dr. Crane took away the rev ol­ 
v er. 
Diamond had tried to shoot a 
second time, bu t the weap on m issed 
fire. Johnson in the m eantim e had ru n 
back to his cell and u ndressed. W hen 
dragged ou t he made another break. 
div ing headlong throu gh a glass door 
leading to the y ard. 
H ere he was cap ­ 
tu red. 
Diamond had serv ed term s in the 
Cincinnati workhou se and Colu mbu s 
p enitentiary .

The total nu m ber of deaths 
from ex ternal cau ses was 320, accord­ 
ing to figu res of the state board of 
health. 
Fifty -nine 
deaths 
resu lted 
from railroad accidents and nine p er­ 
sons w ere killed in au tom obile acci­ 
dents. The drow nings w ere u nu su ally 
large, nu m bering thirty -six . 
Sev en­ 
teen died from the effects of heat.

Miller, thirty -eight y ears old, salesm an 
for a Clev eland coal comp any , was in­ 
stantly killed when he lost control of 
his tou ring car, which hit the rails of 
the N orthern Indiana Traction com­ 
p any line and, tu rning sharp ly , u p set. 
W hen the m achine was p u lled ov er 
Miller was fou nd dead. 
He had be*u i 
cru shed against the steering wheel and 
his neck was broken.

The Co nv ictio n o f Harry Rasisco at 
Terre Haute and J o hn Chirka at 
Cro wn Po int, Bo th Wife Murderers, 
Renders It Imperativ e o n the State 
to Pro v ide an Engine o f Death With 
W hich to Carry Out Law’s Mandate. 


Indianap olis, Sep t. 22.—Til a t grim 
bill p assed by the last Indiana general 
assem bly p rov ides the p enalty to be 
su ffered by H arry Rasisco of T erre 
Hau te, who has been sentenced to 
death in the electric chair, a t the end 
of IOO day s, by Ju dge C harles M. For­ 
tu ne of the Virgo circu it cou rt. 
R a­ 
sisco p leaded gu ilty to m u rdering his 
wife and baby and waiv ed his right to 
trial. 
Rasisco will be the first p risoner to 
be ex ecu ted in the Indiana state p rison 
in m ore than six y ears. 
He p robably 
will be the first to be p u t to death 
since the law changed the m ethod of 
ex ecu tion from hanging to electrocu - 
One other man in Indiana is facing 
sentence of death 
by electrocu tion. 
He is John Chirka, who killed his wife 
in Indiana H arbor in Ap ril, and who 
was conv icted of m u rder in the first 
degree and ordered to die by a ju ry in 
the Lake circu it cou rt a t Crownp oint 
Thu rsday . 
Sentence in his case will 
be p ronou nced today by Ju dge W. C. 
McMahan. 
Senator Rowland H. Jackson of Rip ­ 
ley cou nty was the au thor of senate 
bill No. 13, p rov iding for the su bstitu ­ 
tion of the electric chair for the gal­ 
lows. 
The legislatu re failed to m ake 
a sp ecified ap p rop riation to m eet the 
ex p ense of installing an electric chair, 
bu t A ttorney G eneral Honan said that 
there are two or three different fu nds 
which may be draw n u p on for that 
p u rp ose. 
The tru stees of the p rison 
hav e been w aiting for an em ergency 
to arise before p rov iding for ex ecu ­ 
tions by electrocu tion. 
“There won’t be any trou ble abou t 
getting a chair,” A ttorney General 
Honan said. 
‘I hav en’t gone into the 
q u estion fu lly , bu t offhand I wou ld 
say that money from the p rison’s re­ 
p air fu nd, the gov ernor’s contingent 
fu nd or p ossibly some other fu nd cou ld 
be u sed. 
The new law- p rov iding electrocu tion 
reads as follows: 
“The p u nishm ent of death p rescrib­ 
ed by law shall be Inflicted in ev ery 
case by cau sing to p ass throu gh the 
body of the conv ict a cu rrent of elec­ 
tricity of su fficient intensity to cau se 
death, and the ap p lication and con­ 
tinu ance of su ch cu rrent throu gh the 
^bodv of su ch conv ict u ntil su ch con­ 
v ict is dead. 
The death p enalty shall 
be inflicted before the hou r of su nrise 
u p on su ch day , not less than IOO day s 
after the conv iction as the cou rt may 
adju dge. 
The warden of the state 
p rison, or in case of his death, inabil­ 
ity or absence, his dep u ty , shall be the 
ex ecu tioner. 
The ex ecu tion shall take 
p lace inside the walls of the Indiana 
state p rison in a room arranged for 
that p u rp ose. 
It shall be the du ty of 
the w arden and the board of tru stees 
of su ch p rison to p rov ide the necessary 
room and ap p liances to carry ou t the 
electrocu tion as p rov ided in this act.’’
